Dr. F. P. Sliaiw. who hats made an ex- 


tensive investigation of this subject, 
saiys thai). "The digestive functions of 
the .stomach (of tho chicks) are devel- 
oped by the second day after hatching, 
whereas the pancreatic ferments arc 
improperly developed before the sev- 
enth." 


Tho finding of Doctor Shaiw explains 


the common practice of not feeding 
chicks until iwo days old amd then 
Diving them only limited amounts of 
e;isil\ digested foods for the first week.

Put into 
a blazer of the chafing dish one cup- 
ful of clear hot coffee, two tablespoon- 
fuls each of sugar and caramel and 
when boiling a tablespoonful of corn- 
starch mixed with cold water or milk, 
cook this five minutes; pour part of 
the sauce on two beaten egg yolks, re- 
turn this to the blaze and cook but 
a moment to set the eggs.

chestnuts. 
Serve with sponge cake.

Hearing chicks has its serious prob­ 
lems, but the first six weeks of their 
lives are the most dangerous. Follow­ 
ing are several essentials which, fol­ 
lowed, will help in keeping the mortal­ 
ity low: 
1. Select strong, vigorous, well-ma­ 
tured breeding stock that is free* from 
disease and has been properly housed 
and fed. This gives the chicks a good 
start, providing the eggs have been 
properly incubated. 
2. Make sure that the mother hens 


n V e free from lice and mites before the 
chicks are hatched. 
If artificial brooding is used, be 
sure* that the brooder has a capacity 
large enough to allow the chicks a 
chance to get away from the» heat when 
thcjr want to, and that it is economical 
in its cost and in the fuel used. 
4. Remove all dead chicks from the 
brooder and bury or burn. 
5. Mark all the weak or sick chicks 
so that they will never be used as 
breeders. 
0. Keep brooders clean and well dis­ 
infected. 
* 7. Do not feed chicks until they are 
48 to GO hours old and then only limit­ 
ed amounts of easily digested food for 
the first week. 
Use only clean and 
wholesome food. 
Provide a variety of 
feeds containing enmigh protein and 
ash, 
(iive skimmed or sour milk to 
drink from the first day. 
It is an established fact that the 
chick does not use the entire yolk of 
the egg while developing in the shell. 
Tin» remaining part of the egg is taken 
into the abdomen of tin* chick just be­ 
fore it hatches, and this material is 
sufficient to maintain the life of the 
c hick for a number of days. 
Dr. F. P. Shaw, who has made an ex­ 
tensive» in\estimation of this subject, 
says that, “Tin* digestive functions of 
the stomach (of the chicks) are devel­ 
oped by tin* second day after hatching, 
whereas the pancreatic ferments are 
improperly developed befuii llle se\ • 
enth.”

A cold is a germ disease and its 
development is favored by undue ox 
posure to cold, by fatigue, by improper 
sleep, and by overeating. 
One should 
keep away from the germs by avoiding 
direct contact with persons who are 
suffering with this disease and those 
who are careless about coughing and 
sneezing without using their handker­ 
chiefs. 
One* must live hygienieally in order 
to keep the body in good condition. 
Hygienic living means proper food, 
clothing, exercise, rest, plenty of fresh 
air, and good habits generally. 
When 
one is fatigued or worried, or when 
prolonged chilling or indigestion dis­ 
turbs the system the vitality irf lowered 
and the way is made» easy for the de­ 
velopment 
of 
the* 
germ. 
Clothing 
should be neither too warm nor too 
cool. 
Too much clothing induces ex­ 
cessive perspiration, which eventually 
will cause chitling of the» body. 
It is advisable to harden oneself 
to cold, but care must be' observed not 
to overdo the mutter. Because a little 
hardening will de> good it doe»s not ne*c- 
essarily follow that more will ele) bet­ 
ter. 
The* temperature of the living 
room should never be kept so low as 
to e’hill the occupants. 
Special atten­ 
tion should be given to keep the air in 
this room moist, as the* drying of ilie* 
mucous linings of the air passage* 
causes them i o e*raclc and allow germs 
to enter. 
A cold may be contracted in spite 
of those preventive measures. 
Then 
the* body must be given a enhance to 
cure itself. 
This necessitates even 
more careful living. 
Drugs can only 
remove conditions standing in the way 
of nature's cure. They are all right if 
prescribed by a physician, but no drug 
is known to be* an absolute cure for a 
cold.

Stricken by apoplexy as he stepped into 


the laboratory connected with his office, 
Dr. Alfred Myers, of York, formerly of 
Hampton, fell to the floor dead on Friday 
morning, about 9:30 o'clock. Dr. Myers 
had been in failing health for the past 
year. About two weeks previous he. be- 
came worse, and a j week previous he was 
compelled to give up his practice because 
of failing health.

Some Simple Pudding Sauces. 


The best of puddings may be ruined 


by an insipid ill-chosen sauce. 
Hard 


sauces are to be served on hot pud- 
dings. The following are a few which 
may be varied by different flavors. 
Warm but do not melt a half cupful of 
butter and add gradually a cupful of 
pulverized sugar, then fold in the 
whites of two eggs beaten stiff. Flavor 
with the juice of a lemon and two tea- 
spoonfuls of vanilla. Pack in a mold 
and keep cool until ready to serve with 
the pudding. 
A good hard sauce is 


made by using the same amount, of 
sugar with the white of one egg and 
half the butter. 


Mash a pound of maple sugar, add n. 


half cupful of water and boil until It 
threads. Pour this in a thin stream on 
the well-beaten whites of two eggs, 
stirring and beating the mixture brisk- 
ly all the time. Add a half cupful of 
whipped eream just at the last. 


Fluffy Sauce. 


Scald a cupful of milk in a double 


boiler. Stir in a level tablespooriful of 
cornstarch, wet with a little milk. Cook 
ten minutes, stirring often. Cream two 
(able-spoonfuls of butter, add one cup- 
ful of powdered sugar until very light. 
Add a teaspoonful of vanilla and a 
pinch of wait, then beat this into the 
thickened milk which has been cooled. 
Beat the white of an egg dry and whip 
It into the sauce until light arid fluffy.

Some Simple Pudding Sauces. 
Tin* best of puddings may be ruined 
by an insipid ill-chosen sauce. 
Hard 
sauces are to be served on hot pud 
dings. The following are a few which 
may be varied by different llavors. 
Warm but do not melt a half cupful of 
butter and add gradually a cupful of 
pulverized sugar 
then fold in the 
whites of two eggs beaten stiff. Flavor 
with the juice of a lemon and twro tea­ 
spoonfuls of vaullla. 
Pack in a mold 
and keep cool until ready to serve with 
the pudding. 
A good hard sauce is 
made by using the same amount of 
sugar with the white of one egg and 
half the butter. 


Mash a pound of maple sugar, add a 
half cupful of water and boil until It 
threads. Pour this in a thin stream on 
the well-beaten whites of two eggs, 
stirring and beating the mixture brisk­ 
ly all the time. 
Add a half cupful of 
whipped cream just at the last. 


Fluffy Sauce. 
Scald a cupful of milk in a double 
boiler. Stir in a level tablespoonful of 
cornstarch, wet with a little milk. Cook 
ten minutes, stirring often. Cream two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, add oue cup­ 
ful of powdered sugar until very light.

Peonsy'vania'e hay, potato and tobacco 


crops during 1916 had a total valuation of 
$106,965,613, the bureau of statistics of 
the state agricultural department an- 
nounced. This is a gain of 38 per cent 
over 1915, when the total valuation was 
$77,541,300. The potato yield, while al. 
most two million bushels less than in 1915, 
shows a valuation this year of $24,133,300 
as compaied with $16,401,600 in 1915, ow- 
ing to an increase in the price per bushel 
from 80 cents to a $1.30 a bushel on the 
average. The hay production was the 
largest ever known in this state, totalling 
5,241,270 tons as compared with 3,558,000 
in 1915. The price per ton is $14 50 as 
compared with $15.90 in 1915, the de- 
crease due to the enormous production, 
say the agricultural department officials. 
The tobacco crop shows a decrease, the to- 
tal being 45,560,000 pounds as compared 
with 45.675,000 a year ago. The price of 
Ihe leaf increased 50 per cent during the 
year, however.

1; wild 
turkey, 1; ruffed grouse, 20; Virginia 
partridge, 25; ring necked pheasant, 10; 
Hungarian quail, 10; squirrels, 20; rabbits, 
•10, and hares, 15.

here. 
Peterson has been in Seattle since 
last April and during this time has 
robbed about SO private residences and 
stores. 
Regularly every morning, ac­ 
cording to his story, he would rise* at 
the call of his alarm clock, at 1 :30 in 
the morning, eat a light breakfast, 
load liis revolver, put a couple of “jim­ 
mies” and a flashlight in his pocket 
and then start out to plunder some 
house. 
Lifetime of Robbery. 
Quick-eyed, well-built, with features 
betraying a love for excitement. Peter­ 
son devoted almost a lifetime to rob­ 
bing folks, “on a business basis with a 
bank account to show for it/’ 
H»* 
says he took up burglary as his profes­ 
sion many years ago he proudly boasts 
that he has no equal. He has made a 
thorough study of the art of burglary 
and offered to place a wager that he 
could jimmy his way into the home of 
the chief of detectives and rob it with­ 
out awakening the occupants. 
Peter­ 
son says he never wears any socks 
while “at work” and that he always 
removes his shoes before entering any 
house. 
Seattle officers are of the opinion 
rcterson has committed more bur­ 
glaries than any other single, man in 
the criminal history of the West.
